we believe, cost some $50,000, Sach 
plants, so far from the base of fuel 
supply, bave no show and never will 
against works costing from half a mil- 
lion to a million dollars, at points so 
favourably situated for fuel and fluxes 
as Calgary is, and so very near to East 
and West Kootenay as compared with 
the smelters that are handling the ores 
of those districts at present. 

Mexico is today a vast field of little 
smelter vims put up under the insane 
but now exploded idea that the fuel 
must go to the ore, and the smelting of 
Mexico is today being done in great 
sinilarly situated to Calgary.

LOCATED 


And Tunnelled 40 Feet ~-Wedding Belis 
Trotter in Training—Bound for the 
Kootenay--Stallions at Large on

Stormont, May  5,--(Special)—It 
may be of interest to the people of 
Calgary to know that there has been 
discovered in this neighborhood what 
promises to be one of tine best coal 
mines in Alberta, The coal in ques- 
tion is foued in the Wison Cowlee six 
miles north west of Dewdney and 
about 20 miles South of Calgary.
